A person who returns to work 
after beginning to receive Social 
Security retirement checks may be 
entitled to increased benefits as a 
result of the additional earnings, 
Mary Coleman Social Security 
manager in Dothan, said recently. 

Social Security automatically 
refigures the benefit after the 
additional earnings are credited to 
the person's record 

“These people are also eligible 
for a special credit that can mean a 
larger benefit for them,’’ Coleman 
said. ‘‘This credit adds 3 percent a 
year--or ‘4 of 1 percent for each 
month the person does not get 
benefits because he or she worked 
after 65. This additional credit also 
increases the payments made to 
widows and widowers 

‘'For workers who become 65 in 
1990, the delayed retirement credit 
will gradually increase until it 
reaches 8 percent,’’ Coleman said.

1. Priests serving in the taber- 
nacle [Leviticus 10:8-11] 

Priests were forbidden to take 
any fermented drink when they went 
into the tabernacle. Why? Because 
they needed to distinguish between 
the holy and the profane, between 
the clean and the unclean. They had 
to teach the people the laws of God, 
and this required clear minds. The 
Lord said if they drank, they would

2. Nazarites under vows 
[Numbers 6:1-4] 

As long as men or women were 
under a Nazarite vow they had to 
refrain from the fruit of the vine, for

Dove Season To Open Soon

Dove season will open September 
14 in the north zone and October 5 in 
the south zone. Wildlife biologists of 
the Game and Fish Division estimate 
that approximately 100,000 hunters 
will participate in the dove season. 
The average hunter can expect to 
harvest about 35 doves with a 
projected statewide harvest 
approaching 3% million 

Favored hunting is in harvested 
grain fields since a major diet item of 
doves is grain, Mourning doves are 
creatures of habit and once a food 
supply is found, they will continue to 
return while it lasts. They usually 
arrive and leave a field by the same 
route. The hunter should scout likely 
fields before the season and look for 
feeding and flying doves which are

usually present during the two major 
feeding periods of early morning and 
mid to late afternoon. These are the 
times of day when doves are the 
most active. During the heat of the 
day birds are perchiny in trees, and 
are not active or easily visible. 

When hunting it helps to stay low 
or in the shadows and break your 
outline against a tree, bush, hedge, 
fence row or whatever you can find at 
a good shooting spot. Natural cover 
is the best. When natural cover is 
not available, the use of camouflage 
hats, suits, jackets and netting is 
helpful. 

When a good dove field is 
located, contact the owner and 
obtain his permission to hunt. The 
best way to obtain permission is to 
ask well in advance of the dove 
season. Always remember that you 
are a guest of the landowner and 
courtesy is appreciated 

Doves are easy to hunt but are 
difficult targets. Just about every 
make and model of shotgun is used 
to hunt doves. Many varied shot 
sizes are used Hunters shooting 
heavy loads in full choke shotguns 
have fewer cripples than sometimes 
happens with light loads. The most 
popular guns are 12 and 20 gauges 
with improved or modified bores. In 
reality, any bore or shot size is fine, 
if doves are permitted to come into 
range of the gun and loads being 
used. Shooting at birds too soon, too 
high or too far results in higher 
crippling losses

The budget for the city of New 
Brockton for the 1986 fiscal year has 
inched upward toward the $200,000 
mark, according to figures adopted 
by the New Brockton City Council at 
its meeting on Monday night, 
September 16.
